FRANK SEVIGNE 
Head Coach 


Dean of the Big 8 track coaches, Frank Sevigne begins his 24th year of 
coaching at the University of Nebraska, which along with six years as 
head coach at Georgetown University in Washington, D.C., makes him 
one of the so-called ‘‘old timers” in the profession. 

Upon his discharge from the Navy in 1946, Sevigne started his 
coaching career at his high school alma mater, Seton Hall Prep in South 
Orange, New Jersey. After much success there he moved on to 
Georgetown University in 1949. At Georgetown he produced some of the 
top relay teams in the country, along with some great athletes and 
teams—teams ranked near the top in IC4A competition. 

World’s records, NCAA Championships, relay titles, and Big 8 
champions are four reasons why Coach Sevigne is recognized as one of 
the outstanding coaches in the nation. 

During his 23 years at Nebraska, Sevigne’s teams have compiled a 
121-38-1 record in dual and triangular competition, for a winning per- 
centage of .756. He has produced 94 individual conference champions 
and 32 All Americans. 

On the relay circuit his teams have consistently been on top—the 
nearest one can count, Frank has produced near 100 watch winners over 
the years. 

Honors collected during his career include: 

—Referee: Kansas, Drake, Michigan State Relays; U.S. Jr. National 
Championships. 

—Past President: IC4A Coaches Association. 

—Meet Director: 1959 NCAA Championships. 

—Meet Director and Referee: U.S.A. vs. U.S.S.R. dual meet 1975. 

—Service on: NCAA Track and Field Rules Committee; U.S. Olympic 
Track and Field Committee. 

—Advisory Coach to Iceland. 


The Husker track boss also served as an advisory coach for Jamaica 
during the Commonwealth Games, and as Chef-de-Mission of the U.S. Jr. 
national team that competed in the Soviet Union and West Germany. 

Currently he is chairman of Track and Field Region VII for the AAU 
and member at large of the U.S. Track and Field Committee. 

Sevigne is a World War II vet of the U.S. Navy and is married to the 
former Virginia Ash of South Orange, New Jersey. He is a graduate of 
Seton Hall University in South Orange. 


DICK RAILSBACK 
Assistant Coach 


Starting his first year as the Assistant Track Coach for the Huskers is 
Richard (Dick) Railsback. Prior to coming to Nebraska, Railsback had 
been the coach of the Saudi Arabian National Track and Field team since 
1975. 

Coming to Nebraska as a heralded athlete and coach, Railsback earned 
the praise of Athletic Director Bob Devaney as he said ‘“‘Dick is not only a 
very fine coach, he’s a great young man who will be a credit to the 
University of Nebraska.” 

Dick started his college career at Pasadena City College where he 
competed as an all around athlete for the Lancers in 1966, competing in 
the 330 yd. intermediate hurdles, 4X 110 yard relay and the pole vault. As 
a star at UCLA from 1967-69, he was the Pacific 8 pole vault champ in ’67 
and '69. He was also the outdoor U.S. National vaulting champ in 1968 
and 1971 and a member of the U.S.A. National Track and Field team from 
1966-71. His best vault was 17-8%4. 

Railsback graduated from UCLA in 1969 with a Bachelor of Science 
Degree, majoring in Kinesiology and Psychology. In 1975 he earned his 
Master of Science Degree in Kinesiology from UCLA. 

He was the Coach of the Saudi Arabian team in the summer Olympics 
in Montreal in 1976. From 1974-75 he was the assistant track coach at 
Valley Community College, Sherman Oaks, Calif. and from 1970-75 he 
was a physical education and social science instructor at the A.E. Wright 
Middle School, Calabasas, Calif. 

Nebraska coach Frank Sevigne called Railsback ‘‘a great athlete who 
has outstanding credentials as a field event coach. We feel that Dick is an 
outstanding coach who can really assist in our growing program.” 

He is married to the former K. Annika Rohlen of Gayle, Sweden.

Beginning his second year as the Husker graduate assistant is Bob 
Unger. Unger is the assistant for the track team and splits the duties with 
Coach Frank Sevigne on cross country. 

Unger was an undergraduate at the University of Nebraska where he 
was a star for the Huskers in track from 1972-74. During his Husker career 
he set the school record in the mile (4:00.2), the two mile (8:41) and the 
three mile (13:36). A native of Lincoln, Bob returned home last year after 
spending two years in Minnesota. 

Unger received his bachelors degree from the University of Nebraska 
in 1974 and is currently working on his teaching credentials. Coach 
Sevigne adds that “Bob has already added a lot to our expanding program 
and I am sure that he will continue to help our program again this year.” 


RON HOAGLAND 
Graduate Assistant 


Beginning his first year as a Husker graduate assistant is former Ne- 
braska sprinter Ron Hoagland. Ron’s main responsibility will be to work 
with the sprinters and the quartermilers. 

Ron hails from Somerville, New Jersey. He came to the Huskers after 
running at Essex Community College in Newark, New Jersey where he 
was the 1975 National Junior College champion in the 220 yard dash. 

In last years Big 8 outdoor meet, Ron finished sixth in the 200 meter 
dash with a time of 21.32. Ron holds the Husker outdoor record in the 200 
meter dash with a time of 21.2 set last year against Arkansas. He also 
ranks second on the all time honor roll for the 300 yard dash indoors with 
a time of 30.9. 

Coach Frank Sevigne adds “‘we feel that Ron can add a lot to our 
program and we are real happy that he has decided to help us this season. 
He should be a real asset to the team.’’

THE OUTLOOK FOR 1979 


With the emergence of some young, new stars, this year promises to 
be a good one for the Nebraska track team. With an outstanding home 
schedule, which boasts four home indoor meets in the Bob Devaney 
Sports Center and the Big 8 Outdoor Championships at the Ed Weir track, 
it should be a very exciting year for Husker track fans. 

During the indoor season, the Huskers will have the advantage of 
competing on their home track for most of the season. That track is one of 
the fastest tracks in the country and has enough seating for 4500. The Bob 
Devaney Sports Complex is a favorite among Big 8 performers. 

The Huskers have added some real depth this year with a good re- 
cruiting year which brought 23 freshmen to the Husker squad. But the NU 
team is going to have to have a good effort from a lot of these freshmen to 
offset the loss of some really outstanding performers that took the Husk- 
ers to a second place finish in the Big 8 Indoor meet and a fifth place in 
the conference outdoor meet. 

One of the Husker stars from last year will not be competing this year. 
Last years Big 8 Champion in both the indoor and outdoor meet in the 
high jump, Doug Phelps, will be redshirted as he is in his first year of 
Medical school. Hopefully filling the void that he and graduate Dean 
Herzog left will be sophomore Larry Meyers. Larry has a best jump of 7-1 
and promises to be one of the strong performers for the Huskers in ’79. 

Heading up one of the finest middle distance corps in the country will 
be Scott Poehling. In just two seasons as a Cornhusker, Scott has estab- 
lished himself as one of the leading middle distance runners in the coun- 
try. Last season he anchored the indoor mile relay team to a conference 
championship and a Big 8 record, in addition he was the individual 
champion in the outdoor meet in the 800 meters in a time of 1:48.28. He 
will again head up that mile relay team which has one member to replace. 
Pat McKenzie and Ray Mahoney, one of the 1979 co-captains, will both 
return, but the spot held by Tom Dovel will have to be filled. Mahoney 
also returns as the premier 400 meter runner in the conference as he was 
the Big 8 Outdoor Champ last year in a time of 46.34. The Huskers will 
also look to middle distance strength from Jeff Thurman, Everton 
DaCosta, and freshmen Paul Downes, Tim McCashland, and Bryan Ness. 

The Nebraska strength in the sprints and hurdles could be inhanced 
by the return of Randy Brooks. Brooks, one of the most highly recruited 
high school athletes in Nebraska history should be able to give the Husk- 
ers real points in the hurdles and will team with Everad Samuels to give 
the team much needed strength in the sprints. 

The field events should again be strong for the Huskers especially 
when they get to the outdoor season. With the returning of Big 8 discus 
champion Lee Kunz, who won with a throw of 192-8, and sophomore 
javelin star Ken Drwal, the weights in the outdoor season could be one of 
the Huskers strong areas. 
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In the other field events, pole vaulters Randy Raymond and Todd 
Hinkle should provide the Huskers with the depth needed to replace star 
Dean Ross from last years squad. Raymond came on last year to clear 16 
feet and Hinkle, as a senior in high school cleared 15-6. 

In the two jumps it will be letterman Jeff Keeler leading the way, but 
he should receive some help in both the triple and long jump from 
freshmen Todd Brown, the Nebraska state record holder in the triple 
jump, and Steve Chapman. 

The distance corps will be headed by co-captain Mark Fluitt and will 
be of somewhat unknown quality. The leading runner for this years cross 
country team was sophomore Brian Dunnigan who promises to be one of 
the emerging stars in ’79. He will be joined by Steve Allen, Dan Chirchir 
and freshman Stuart Jenkins. 

Once again the Husker Invitational Indoors will highlight the Ne- 
braska track schedule in the Bob Devaney Sports Center and the Big 8 
Outdoor meet at Ed Weir Stadium will give Husker track fans a chance to 
see some of the worlds outstanding athletes. In all, 1979 looks to be a 
good year for the Huskers if everything falls into place and some of the 
voids left by graduation can be filled.

They were 
also third in the Big 8 indoor and finished with an impressive sixth place tie in the 
NCAA indoor championships. In the outdoor season, the Tigers were 1-1 in dual 
meet action as they finished third at the Cowboy Relays, six firsts at the Arkansas 
Relays, one first at the Texas Relays and three firsts at the Baylor Invitational. 
Again they were third at the Big 8 outdoor and finished in a tie for 45th place at the 
NCAA outdoor meet. 


Outlook: This season looks very promising for the Tigers. Three standouts who 
did not compete last year, junior redshirt high jumper Nat Page, injury hardship 
Peppie Whitaker and Godwin Obasogie, all former Big 8 champions should give 
the Tigers that much needed depth. The Missouri team hopes to wage for a confer- 
ence crown with these stars and the help from juniors Scott Clark, third in the 
NCAA indoor 880 and Andrew Agbebaku, 2nd in triple jump and 3rd in the long 
jump in the NCAA meet. Both were Big Eight Indoor champs in 1978. Dele Udo 
won the 440 at the Big 8 Indoor, but failed to become a three time champion in the 
quartermile at the conference outdoor meet. 


Top Returning Stars: Performers to watch for the Tigers include long and triple 
jumper Andrew Agbebaku; hurdler Dan Lavitt; sprinters Dominic Andy and Dele 
Udo; distance runners Clark Hamilton, Steve Fisher, and Mark Hofius; high 
jumper Nat Page; hurdlers Godwin Obasogie and long jumper Peppie Whitaker. 
All were standouts in the 1978 season for the Tigers. 
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ED WEIR STADIUM 
Outdoor Home of the Huskers 


Nebraska’s six-year old tartan outdoor track was officially dedicated as Ed Weir 
Stadium four years ago when it hosted the 1974 Big 8 Outdoor Championships. 

The track is located just northeast of Memorial Stadium and was built at a cost 
of $180 thousand. With its concrete stadium completed in the spring of 1973 with 
seating for 7,000, it ranks as one of the finest outdoor track complexes in the 
country. 

The stadium is named for the Huskers’ two-time All American football player 
and former track coach. Weir was assistant track coach under the late Henry F. 
Schulte, then served as head track coach from 1939 through 1953. 

During the six years existence of the outdoor track, Nebraska has already 
hosted three national meets: two National Junior Olympics and the U.S.A.-U.S.S.R. 
Junior Dual Meet. NU has also been the site of two Big 8 Outdoor Championships 
in that time. 

As an institution, Nebraska has a long and rich tradition of hosting champion- 
ship track meets in Lincoln. And with the Huskers’ new indoor track NU coach 
Frank Sevigne hopes that Lincoln and the University of Nebraska can host indoor 
national meets as well as outdoor events. 
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BOB DEVANEY SPORTS CENTER 
Indoor Home of the Huskers 


Nebraska winter sports teams found a new, spacious home when the Bob De- 
vaney Sports Center opened its doors in the fall of 1976. 

The structure—originally a $12 million project, but increased to $13 million by 
interest on bonds—houses facilities for basketball, indoor track, swimming, 
wrestling, and gymnastics as well as State Fair functions and a host of other 
activities. 

For track enthusiasts, the track portion of the field house is a wonderful alter- 
native to the “Mushroom Gardens” underneath the East Stadium—with its 
cramped quarters and dirt track. Now the thinclads can lay claim to a 220-yard 
synthetic-surfaced track, a wide open 220 x 304 foot concrete floor, and bleacher 
seats for 4,500 in the new track building located in the west section of the Sports 
Center. 

On the east end of the Bob Devaney Center is the basketball arena. With a vast 
expanse of seating, 15,000 Nebraska fans will be able to watch home basketball, 
wrestling, and gymnastics matches. 

The center section of the Sports Center contains a 25-meter-by-25-yard swim- 
ming pool with a separate diving well and seating for 1,000 fans. A practice area 
for gymnastics is adjacent to the pool area at the north end of the middle section. 

Athletic offices are located under the stands on the south side of the arena 
along with the basketball lockers. Dressing areas for track, wrestling, swimming, 
and gymnastics as well as a practice area for wrestling are situated under the 
stands at the west end of the arena. 
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Nebraska Hall of Famer, two-time All America star Ed Weir, holds the new 
bronze plaque that is located at the entrance to Ed Weir Track and Field Stadium 
on the NU campus.

NEBRASKA ATHLETIC ADMINISTRATION 
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BOB DEVANEY 


Athletic Director 
University of Nebraska 


One of the greatest coaches in the history of American football, Bob Devaney is 
now turning his vast energies toward supervision of the entire athletic program at 
the University of Nebraska. Devaney heads both the men’s and women’s athletic 
programs. 


Nebraska has one of the finest athletic plants in the nation, thanks to Devaney’s 
inspiration and leadership during the past 16 years. 


Since Devaney became Athletic Director in 1967, Nebraska’s Memorial 
Stadium has an enlarged (9,400) capacity of 73,531—largest in the Big 8—as well 
as an AstroTurf field, huge press box and electronic scoreboard. 


Since 1967, the Cornhuskers have a multi-purpose office building at the south 
end of Memorial Stadium, and they have an outdoor track facility—Ed Weir 
Stadium—and a baseball park with new AstroTurf, named Buck Beltzer Field 
during the fall of 1978. 


Devaney also spear-headed a drive for the new multi-purpose complex that 
resulted in the Nebraska Legislature voting a cigarette tax to finance a 15,000-seat 
basketball arena, with adjacent swimming complex and indoor track plant. 
Wrestling and gymnastics are housed in the recently named Bob Devaney Sports 
Center, located at the State Fairgrounds adjacent to the NU campus. 


Few coaches ever achieved the success Devaney did as headmaster of the 
Nebraska Cornhuskers from 1962 to 1972. During most of that span he was the 
“winningest coach in the nation,” based on percentage of victories. He wound up 
with three straight Orange Bowl wins to go with his amazing record of nine bowl 
trips in 11 years, eight Big 8 titles, two national championships, two Outland 
Trophy winners, a Lombardi Trophy winner, a Heisman Trophy winner and 
numerous Coach of the Year and similar honors. Twice his teams won four straight 
titles—1963-1966 and 1969-1972. 

In his final season, Devaney’s 1972 Huskers went 9-2-1 with a 40-6 win over 
Notre Dame in the Orange Bowl, and Bob led the nation’s active coaches with a 
lifetime record of 136-30-7 for an .806 winning percentage. That year, too, Johnny 
Rodgers won the Heisman Trophy and Rich Glover swept the Outland and Lom- 
bardi Trophies, a feat never equalled by any other school. 

Devaney was named Coach of the Year by the Walter Camp Foundation, the 
Washington Touchdown Club and the Football Writers Association after Nebras- 
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ka’s Cornhuskers were undefeated in 13 games in 1971, sweeping to the national 
championship after winning the Game of the Century against Oklahoma, 35-31. 


It was the second-straight national championship for Nebraska. The 1970 team 
was also undefeated (11-0-1), and during the span of 1969 to 1972, the Huskers 
went 32 games wtihout a defeat. After Nebraska defeated LSU in the 1971 Orange 
Bowl game to win its first national title, former President Richard Nixon came to 
Lincoln to bestow a presidential plaque upon Devaney and co-captains Dan 
Schneiss and Jerry Murtaugh. 


The Devaney Huskers reaped countless honors during those two years—AP 
and UPI trophies, the Grantland Rice Trophy, the MacArthur Bowl, Big 8 and 
Orange Bowl trophies and Coach of the Year by the Football News. 


All Star games were old hat for Devaney who coached in many post-season 
classics such as the Hula Bowl, the Coaches All America, the All America Bowl, 
the Blue-Gray and the Shrine East-West. He also coached the College All Stars 
against the NFL Champion Dallas Cowboys in the 1972 Chicago game. 


At Nebraska, Devaney’s teams won 101, lost 20 and tied two in 11 years, 
following his 35-10-5 record at Wyoming. He never had a losing season at Ne- 
braska and he directed three undefeated teams—in 1965, 1970 and 1971. In 11 
years Devaney’s teams went to nine post-season games, winning six and losing 
three. The Huskers played in the Gotham Bowl, Cotton Bowl, Sugar Bowl, Sun 
Bowl and four times in the Orange Bowl with Devaney at the helm. 


Under Devaney’s outstanding leadership, too, the Cornhuskers produced 22 
All America players and 72 All Big 8 selections in the past ten years. 


Devaney played football as an end at Alma College in Michigan, graduating 
with a B.S. in 1939. 


After starting his coaching career at Big Beaver, Mich., High, Devaney moved 
to Keego Harbor and Saginaw before spending seven years at Alpena High where 
his teams had a 52-9-0 record. He then joined Biggie Munn, and later Duffy 
Daugherty, at Michigan State before becoming head coach at Wyoming in 1957. 


Devaney is married to his college sweetheart, the former Phyllis Wiley. His son, 
Mike, and daughter Patricia, are both graduates of the University of Nebraska. He’s 
a grandfather, too, with Mike’s family including a daughter and a son.

Tabbed “The Fat Fox,” many years ago, Bryant joined the University of Ne- 
braska Athletic Department staff in the spring of 1963, succeeding the late John 
Bentley who retired. 

In addition to supervising publicity, programs, press facilities, records, publi- 
cations, press and public relations for the Athletic Department, Bryant also coor- 
dinates such activities as advertising, special events, halftime activities and athle- 
tic awards. 

Bryant currently is president of the College Sports Information Directors of 
America, and in June of 1975 was inducted into the CoSIDA Hall of Fame. He is a 
charter member and served two terms as President of the Nebraska Sportswriters 
and Sportscasters Association. 

He currently is a director of the U.S. Basketball Writers Association and also 

serves on the NCAA Public Relations Committee. He is also 
b| a board member of the Football Writers Association of 

America and presently serves as secretary of the Nebraska 
Chapter of the National Football Foundation and Hall of 
Fame. He is also on the N.F.F.H.F. National Council. 

A native of Lincoln and a graduate of the University of 
Nebraska, Bryant twice served in the U.S. Marine Corps 
before becoming sports editor of the Lincoln Star in 1954. 
He was named Nebraska's ‘‘Sportswriter of the Year’ in 
1961 and 1962 by the National Sportscasters and 
Sportswriters Assn. Many Nebraska publications edited by 
Bryant have received regional and national honors. 

The Cornhusker publicist was chairman of the Nebraska 
Centennial Commission’s All Sports Committee for the 
1967 celebration. He has served as a Scoutmaster and as adult advisor to the 
Golden Sun Lodge of the Order of the Arrow for the Cornhusker Council and 
currently serves on the Council Executive Committee. He is a member of the 
Nebraska Governor’s Council for Physical Fitness and was on the Advisory Coun- 
cil of the Nebraska Revolution Bicentennial Commission. 

Bryant is married to the former Joan Peden and is the father of two married 
sons, Bill and Jeff.

Before becoming the administrative aide, Schnieder was the Huskers long time 
Head Trainer. He was the NU Head Trainer from 1952- 
1976, 25 years. 

Schneider graduated from Nebraska in 1952, the same 
year he became trainer. As a student, he was an assistant 
trainer and also helped coach the Nebraska golf team. 

Before that, he was co-owner with his brother of a golf 
course in Hastings from 1946-50. Then, from 1940-46, he 
served with the 319th Bomb Group as an Air Force Captain. 

Among his honors are, host trainer for the National 
Trainers Conference at Lincoln in 1954, accompanying the 
Huskers to 14 postseason football games, receiving his 25- 
year service award from the National Athletic Trainers As- 
sociation, and being named the KFOR Sportsman of the 
Year. This May, he received the Nebraska Football Hall of 
Fame 1978 Special Merit Award.

DR. ROY A. YOUNG 


Dr. Roy A. Young took up his duties June 1, 1976, as chief executive officer of 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, which has extension and research facilities 
throughout the state as well as its two main campuses in Lincoln. He came to 
Nebraska from Corvallis, Ore., where he was Vice President for Research and 
Graduate Studies at Oregon State University. 


A native of McAlister, New Mexico, Dr. Young served in his post at Oregon 
State since 1970. He has gained an international reputation as a scientist since 
joining Oregon State in 1948 as an assistant professor in the Department of Botany 
and Plant Pathology. He later moved through the academic ranks to professor and 
became head of the Department in 1958. He was named dean of research in 1966. 
During the fiscal year 1969-70 he served as acting president of Oregon State. 


Dr. Young received the B.S. degree at New Mexico State University and holds 
M.S. and Ph.D. degrees in plant pathology from Iowa State University. The author 
of more than 60 publications, he is a Fellow of the American Association of the 
Advancement of Science and the American Phytopathological Society. He also is a 
member of the American Institute for Biological Sciences, Sigma Xi, Phi Kappa 
Phi, Phi Sigma, Blue Key, and Sigma Alpha Epsilon fraternity. In 1978 he was 
awarded an honorary Doctor of Laws degree by New Mexico State University. 


Dr Young currently serves as Chairman of the Committee on Energy and Envi- 
ronment of the National Association of State Universities and Land Grant Colleges. 
He also serves on the Department of State’s U. S. National Committee for Man and 
the Biosphere, the Department of Commerce’s Sea Grant Review Panel, and the 
National Science Foundation’s Advisory Committee on Applied Science and Re- 
search Applications Policy. 


He is a member of the Board of Directors of the Pacific Power and Light Com- 
pany, Boyce Thompson Institute for Plant Research, and the First National Bank 
and Trust Company of Lincoln. 


He is past president of the Pacific Division, American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, former chairman of the Council for Research Policy and 
Adminstration of the National Association of State Universities and Land-Grant 
Colleges, and former member of the Commission on Undergraduate Education in 
Biological Sciences. 


Dr. Young and his wife Marilyn have two children, Janet, and Randall.

Dr. Keith L. Broman is in his seventh year as the Big 8 Faculty Representative 
for the University of Nebraska. Dr. Broman served as Chairman of the Faculty 
Representatives in 1972-1973.

ball Association. 


After graduating from South Bend, Indiana, Central in 
June of 1940, Dr. Broman attended Indiana University 
for three years, then transferred to Berea (Kentucky) 
College. After receiving Navy V-12 training at Berea in 
1944, he entered the Harvard Graduate School of Busi- 
ness while serving as Assistant Supply Officer, NAS 
Coco Solo, from 1945 to 1946, 


He returned to Harvard following a tour of duty with 
the Navy during the war and received the MBA from 
Harvard in 1947. From 1947 to 1951, he was an instruc- 
tor at Ohio University, then he came to Lincoln where 
he served on the Nebraska faculty until 1954. The next 
year was spent as an assistant professor at the University

He received the Ph.D. from Nebraska in 1955 and returned to the NU faculty as 
an Associate Professor of Business Organization until he advanced to the status of 
full professor in 1963. In 1968, he was named Chairman of the Department of 
Finance at NU, retiring from this position in 1979. 

Dr. Broman is a member of the First Presbyterian Church where he serves as a 
member of the Foundation Board. In the past, he has been an Elder (Clerk of 
Session), Deacon and member of the Board of Trustees. Dr. Broman is also a 
member of the American Finance Association, American Accounting Association, 
Midwest Business Adminstration, Beta Gamma Sigma and Delta Sigma Pi. He is a 
retired Commander of the SupplyCorps, U.S. Naval Reserves, and serves as a 
consultant for Investment Education & Practice. 

Dr. Broman and his wife, Ruth, formerly Ruth Jane DuBois, have been married 
since 1944. They have two daughters, Rebecca Ann Cross, Lincoln, and Lisa Marie, 
who is a senior in journalism at Nebraska. He is a grandfather. 
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FACTS ABOUT 
THE UNIVERSITY OF NEBRASKA 


A Brief History— 


The University of Nebraska, now an institution of three major components— 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, the University of Nebraska at Omaha and 
University of Nebraska Medical Center, Omaha—and a collection of agricultural 
experiment stations and related offices across the state, was chartered by the Ne- 
braska Legislature in 1869 and held its first classes in 1871 in a 3-story brick 
building on the outskirts of Lincoln. 

At its chartering, the University was committed to instruct in agriculture, the 
“mechanic arts,” and military tactics by the terms of the Land-Grant College Act of 
1862 to which the Legislature subscribed. These special endeavors, however, were 
made parts of the total University program with the result that Nebraska, unlike 
some of its neighbors, has had but one major institution of higher education. 

The early years were fraught with internal ideological conflicts, with financial 
problems and with shortages of collegiate students. The University not only sur- 
vived without interruption, it managed to establish the first program of graduate 
education west of the Mississippi in the mid-1880s. By 1909 it had attained mem- 
bership in the select Association of American Universities, a tribute to the high 
quality of its faculty and scholastic programs. 

The University of Nebraska-Lincoln now has nine Colleges, plus four Schools 
and many other programs. Thirty-nine doctoral level, 61 masters, 110 under- 
graduate and 15 pre-professional areas of study are offered. 

Lack of financial support forced the University in 1888 to close the Medical 
College it had opened in Lincoln five years earlier. In 1902, the University reen- 
tered the field of medical education, taking over the Omaha Medical College. This 
became the University of Nebraska Medical Center in Omaha. 

Since the adoption of the Nebraska constitution in 1875, the University has 
been governed by an elected Board of Regents. In 1968, pursuant to legislative 
action and a city-wide election in Omaha, the Board of Regents was made respon- 
sible for governance of the former municipal University of Omaha, renamed the 
University of Nebraska at Omaha. In 1970, the number of regents was increased 
from six to eight. This number was increased again in 1974, when a representative 
of the student body from each of the three campuses became a non-voting member. 

In 1971, the chief executive officer of the University was given the title of 
President. The executive heads of the three components, the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln, the University of Nebraska at Omaha, and the University of 
Nebraska Medical Center, were accorded the titles of chancellor and Vice Presi- 
dent. 


Points of Interest on Campus— 


Museum—The University of Nebraska State Museum has an outstanding col- 
lection of fossil mammals and is world renowned for its Elephant Hall. There are 
galleries of health science, Nebraska wildlife, zoology, geology and anthropology. 
In addition to its exhibits on three floors of Morrill Hall at 14th and U, the museum 
has extensive research collections in Nebraska Hall. 

Art—The Sheldon Memorial Art Gallery has one of the finest collections on a 
university campus. Its sculpture garden is also one of the finest in the nation. 

Music—School of Music students and faculty perform regularly in Kimball 
Recital Hall and throughout the state. There is an active schedule of concerts by 
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University choral and instrumental groups, musical theatre productions and a 
wide range of musical and dance events by visiting artists. 

Theatre—During the school year there are periodic performances by the Uni- 
versity company in Howell Memorial Theatre. A repetory group performs 
throughout the summer months. 

Nebraska Union—This social center of the campus provides a variety of food 
service facilities and relaxation areas for students and visitors to the campus. It 
houses the placement center and offices for student organizations. Facilities in- 
clude book store, bowling alley, pool hall, game rooms, TV rooms, record rooms, 
study rooms, meeting rooms and ballrooms for large meetings and social events. A 
new Union has been built on East Campus. 

Carillon Tower—Built in 1948, the gift of alumnus Ralph S. Mueller, the tower 
has become a symbol of the NU Lincoln campus. It houses a 242 octave electronic 
English bells carillon, played on ceremonial occasions from a keyboard. 

Historical Museum—The State Historical Society has its museum and library 
on the campus. It features Nebraska lore dating from early Indian relics. 

Center for Continuing Education—Conference and hotel facilities at 33rd and 
Holdrege provide a site for hundreds of adult and youth meetings each year. 
Continuing education programs are planned by a professional staff. The Center 
was financed through a grant from the Kellogg Foundation and by public sub- 
scription. 

Planetarium—Public sky shows are presented daily during the summer and on 
weekends during the school year. Special shows are also given to University 
classes and visiting school groups.

Financial Aid 


In 1976-77 student financial aid totalled $3 million from scholarships and 
grants ($450,000 from University funds), $4.4 million in loans (National Defense 
and Federally Insured loans) and $3.6 million from student employment (work- 
study and University part-time work). Information on aid can be obtained from the 
Office of Scholarships and Financial Aid, 113 Administration Building. 


Housing 


The University of Nebraska Board of Regents adopted policy requires all un- 
married freshmen who do not reach the age of 20 by October 1 of the current 
academic year and who do not commute from their permanent homes, to reside in 
on-campus housing facilities. These facilities include residence halls, cooperative 
houses, fraternity houses and sorority houses. Sophomores must adhere to the 
same requirement unless they file written parental permission to live off-campus 
in advance with the Office of University Housing. 


Continuing Studies 

The Division of Continuing Studies provides students of all ages a wide variety 
of non-traditional educational opportunities. It operates the largest university 
based independent study by correspondence program in the U.S., offering college 
and high school courses, and a Class A high school diploma can be earned. On- 
campus evening class and out-state field credit class programs are conducted 
through the Division, as well as the State University of Nebraska (SUN) program 
which utilizes television and other media to bring learning opportunities into the 
home. The Division conducts hundreds of non-credit conferences and institutes 
annually at the Nebraska Center for Continuing Education in Lincoln and at out- 
state locations. Learning Centers at Lincoln, Kearney, Scottsbluff and Omaha are 
operated by the Division to develop and administer learning opportunities in those 
geographic areas. The Division’s Instructional Media Center meets the instruc- 
tional media needs on campus and maintains more than 6,000 educational films, 
filmstrips and tape recordings which are available on a rental basis to schools, 
organizations and agencies. 


Research 


Research is conducted at the University in agriculture, education, business, 
engineering, law, health sciences, home economics, biological, physical and social 
sciences and humanities. Total support of $9.7 million includes funds from a 
variety of federal, state and private sources. 


Athletics 


The Department of Intercollegiate Athletics fields men’s teams in basketball, 
football, track (cross-country, indoor and outdoor), swimming, wrestling, golf, 
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baseball, tennis and gymnastics, and women’s teams in volleyball, basketball, 
gymnastics, swimming, softball, golf, track (cross country, indoor and outdoor), 
and tennis. The NU Sports Complex opened in 1976-77 seats 15,000 for basketball, 
3,500 in the natatorium and 5,000 for indoor track. Memorial Stadium seats 73,531 
for football. Ed Weir Stadium seats 5,500 for outdoor track. Nebraska’s new 
baseball stadium, Buck Beltzer Field, is under construction. 


University of Nebraska Foundation 


The University of Nebraska Foundation is a legally incorporated non-profit 
organization chartered under Nebraska law. Through its solicitation and invest- 
ment programs, it provides between $2 and $3 million in benefits annually for the 
University. Among the benefits are: $770,000 in scholarships and fellowships; 
$420,000 in research equipment and support; $145,000 in support of professor- 
ships, and $100,000 in support of art, museum and library acquisitions. The Foun- 
dation has available $600,000 annually in low-interest student loans. Approxi- 
mately 18,000 gifts are received by the Foundation each year. Its assets are nearly 
$28 million. 


Nebraska Alumni Association 


The Nebraska Alumni Association is an independent association of former 
students and graduates of the University of Nebraska-Lincoln campus. It pub- 
lishes the bimonthly Nebraska Alumnus magazine, the Alumni Sports Reporter 
and maintains biographical records on all graduates and former students. In addi- 
tion, the Alumni Association sponsors a world-wide network of alumni clubs, 
alumni tours, and class reunions. The Association consists of 103,000 alumni 
living throughout the world and has a paid membership of 14,000.
